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What Is A Roman Pontiff? 


{THE POPE'S chief official title is Romanus Pontifex, a title that belongediy 
the Caesars and the high priests of the pagan religion of Rome. In the deg 
of papal infallibility, for instance, you won't find the word ‘pope’ mentioned 
but always the Roman “Pontiff,” the English for Latin ‘Pontifex,’ which si 
means a Bridge-Fixer. We are indebted to the Protestant Voice for the follow 
ing illuminating history of this title of the Pope of Rome}: 


( (GNSULTING any history of 
Rome, we discover interesting 
geographical facts. The city of Rome 
owed its existence to the bridge over 
the Tiber. When Romulus and his 
crowd of robbers seized the seven 
hills, they also seized the bridge which 
crossed the river at that point. 


Rome is 13 miles from the sea at 
the point where the river, rushing 
down from the Apennine highlands, 
meets the plain, or flatland. 

“Latium” from which we get the 
word “Latin,” means “flat-land.” So 
the Latins were “flatlanders.” 

At that point, the sudden slowing 
up of the river formed in the middle 
of the stream an island known as the 
Island of Aesculapius, because sick 
people were put there in quarantine, 
and the god Aesculapius was besought 
to heal them.

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apart. Whenever travellers desired to 
cross, they were required to pay a toll. 
If they did not pay, they could not 
cross, because the Pontifex, the bridge- 
fixer, took up the planks. 


From this occupation as toll-bridge 
keeper, the Pontifex, the bridge-fixer, 
acquired the job of building inspector 
for all structures put up in the city. If 
he declared a building unsafe, it could 
not be occupied. If it were found safe, 
it was blessed, in the name of Jupiter, 
by the Pontifex Maximus, or chief 
bridge-fixer. 


From this arose a host of other im- 
portant tasks. It was part of the job 
of the Bridge-Fixer to conduct solemn 
expiatory services if a building were 
struck by lightning, since lightning 
was considered a sign of the avenging 
wrath of Jupiter. If pestilence occurred 
in a house, if its inhabitants were 
smitten with some infectious or con- 
tagious disease, he had to conduct a 
primitive sort of disinfection, using 
strong incense. 


The Bridge-Fixer also had to con- 
secrate all temples and other sacred 
places, and therefore must bless the 
articles used in worship. 


To this was added the regulation of 
the public calendar as to state festivals 
corresponding to our Fourth of July, 
Thanksgiving and Armistice Day. He 
supervised the cemeteries and the wor- 
ship of the dead. 


CONTROL OF MARRIAGES 


Furthest extension of his powers 
came in the regulation of marriages, 
since every married couple needed a 
home, and the Bridge-Fixer had to ap- 
ptove the home before they could oc- 
cupy it. He, therefore, acquired the 
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responsibility of approving the mar- 
riages. As a result of this, he took over 
the job of presiding at adoption cere- 
monies, and of deciding who were the 
legal heirs, in a case of contest. 


These responsibilities of his office 
are outlined in the Encyclopedia Brit- 
tanica. 


Julius Caesar reached the summit of 
his power when in addition to all his 
other jobs he became Pontifex Maxi- 
mus. And that brings in another story. 


Caesar first rose to power as member 
of a triumvirate—a three-man gang— 
composed of Pompey, who controlled 
the army, Crassus, a millionaire specu- 
lator in real-estate, and Caesar himself. 

Under successive Caesars, the func- 
tion of the Pontifex Maximus became 
the most highly significant of the pow- 
ers of the reigning Emperor of Rome. 

Not until the empire’s seat was 
moved by Constantine from Rome to 
Constantinople, was the job of Ponti- 
fex Maximus taken over by the Bishop 
of Rome. 


SUCCESSOR OF CAESAR 

Thus the Roman pontiff is not the 
successor of Jesus Christ, but the suc- 
cessor of Julius Caesar. 

Thus the Roman Catholic dogma of 
Infallibility proclaims that God has 
conferred the power of being always 
right in matters of faith and morals, 
not on the Vicar of Christ, but on the 
successor in office of the gang leader, 
Romulus. 

The title, Roman Pontiff, is not a 
Christian one, but a pagan one. It has 
nothing to do with religion or the 
Gospel. It refers to a corrupt political 
office held by the chief of a robber 
gang.

A long sleeved blouse, dark skirt and head band is the new lay attire for ™@ 
teachers in North Dakota, following passage of the Anti-Garb Bill. After school — 
the nuns must return to their black robes. 
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SEVERE SHORTAGE of nuns 

for teaching in the parochial 
schools is causing great concern to the 
guthorities of the Roman Catholic 
Church in America. 


Recently Monsignor Frederick G. 
Hochwalt, director of the Department 
of Education of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, declared publi- 
cally: 

“Diocesean superintendents report a 
severe shortage of teaching sisters. The 
number of young women entering the 
teaching orders has not kept pace with 
the growing need of the Catholic school 
system.”’ 

Some orders in fact have suffered 
avery sharp drop in candidates—as 
much as 50% since 1940. 


“This creates a very bad situation 
for the Catholic Church in America. 
At present there are nearly three mil- 
lion pupils in Roman Catholic schools. 
To make matters worse, the Catho- 
lie Church is trying to expand its edu- 
citional system into the South and 
West, and its spokesmen have_boasted 


that they will be able to double their 


parochial school attendance in the 
next ten years.

vents. It has even been suggested that 
the parents of girls who enter convents 
be given the title of ‘Knight’ and 
‘Lady.’ 

2. To send recruiting agents into 
schools, both public and parochial 
schools, to induce girls to decide to 
enter convents. 


According to Newsweek of last 
May 17, such recruiters have been sent 
into the public schools in Louisiana to 
interest primary and high school stu- 
dents to become nuns. 


3. All nuns are instructed to do 
all they can to induce girls in their 
primary and high schools to fill up the 
ranks of religious teachers. They are 
told to speak of vocations in history 
class, religion, and literature classes. 


In view of all this, it seems strange 
that the Catholic Church insists upon 
increasing the number of nuns as 
teachers in public schools in many 
states. In campaigning against the 
anti-garb law in North Dakota last 
June, the Catholics put up the argu- 
ment that there was a shortage of lay 
teachers for the public schools, and 
that the nuns were necessary to take 
their place. It may well be asked, if the 
Catholic Church cannot find enough 
nuns for its own schools, why should 
it make so much effort to place its 
nuns as teachers in public schools?

xa nearly a year's up-hill fight 

against great odds, the Dixon (N. 
M.) “Free Schools Committee” has at 
last obtained a favorable court deci- 
sion in defense of the public schools 
against Roman Catholic encroachment. 


The final trial began on September 
27 and ended October 7, on which 
day Judge E. T. Hensley, in a quick, 
surprise decision according to the San- 
ta Fe New Mexican, gave his ruling 
as: “generally in favor of the plain- 
tiffs.’ He gave counsel 30 days in 
which to submit requested findings of 
fact and conclusions of law. After list- 
ing the proved violations charged 
against the nuns and priests—the use 
of public buses, religious garb, the 
teaching of catechism, and many other 
uses of public schools for Catholic 
practices—the Judge solemnly declar- 
ed: “There is no separation there.” Ac- 
cording to the above newspaper re- 
port, Judge Hensley further declared: 
“With all these influences, to say 
there is still separation of church and 
State is to say there is separation by a 


bell or by a sign...” 


Mr. Harry C. Bigbee, attorney for 
the “Free Schools Committee,” called 
more than 100 witnesses and intro- 
duced more than 180 exhibits to prove 
the case against the defendants. The 
latter, in turn, brought nineteen wit- 
nesses (mostly priests, brothers and

nuns) and 31 exhibits, most of whid 
however, had no direct bearing on thx 
case. ‘ 


Surprising to all, as fully detailedia 
the newspapers, was the lack of frank 
ness and honesty on the part of som 
of the nuns who were called as wi 
nesses. Although most admitted thy 
they taught Catholic catechism in thei 
classes, one nun, Sis- 
ter Mary Genevieve, 
was abruptly dismiss- 
ed by the Judge Hen- 
sley “after she had 
said she did not know 
if religion was taught 
in the Lumberton 
school last year, and 
she did not know who 
would know.” “The 


. record -will speak for 


itself,” the Judge terse- 
ly declared. Sister 
Mary Claire first de- 
nied that she had per- 
sonally applied for her 
teaching position in 
the Lumberton grade 
school. “But under 
cross-examination,” ac- 
cording to the news- 
paper report, “she 
said she had submit- 
ted a statement of her 
qualifications to the 
State Board of educa- be

tion.” Sister Mary Eugenia admitted 
that “catechism was taught by nuns 
paid by the county,” and that there 
were statues, pictures_and other Catho- 
lic objects in the public schoolrooms. 
A Filomemo Lucero, acting treasurer of 
"@ Sandoval County, testified that"he paid 
im the salaries of the brothers and sisters 
who taught in the public schools with 
lump-sum warrants made payable to 
their orders, not to the individuals.” 

As we go to press, we learn that this 
decision of Judge Hensley, although 
favoring the “Free Schools Commit- 
tee” and condemnatory of the conduct 
of the Catholic Church, does not go

far enough. He took no action on re- 
quests to bar Catholic sisters as teach- 
ers in public schools, promising to 
make announcement on this later. He 
styled the case one “of great magni- 
tude” and made it clear that enough 
evidence had been produced to prove 
clear violations of constitutional pro- 
visions concerning separation of church 
and state. 

The ‘Free Schools Committee” 
(Box 45, Dixon, N. M.) thanks all 
who helped and is determined to push 
the case until further redress is as- 
sured.

FLESH IN BONDAGE 

All that is of the flesh is in bondage 

and in a perishing condition. The en- 

tire natural creation itself is in a des- 

perate and tragic plight. (Rom. 8: 

22.) The natural heart thinks of God 

as a relentless sovereign afar off, one 

to be always conciliated and placated. 

The thoughts of God which spring 

from faith in Christ are of a loving 

Father, always nigh. Even the Chris- 
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tian is always in danger of siding with 
nature. A perpetual warfare is waged 
with his old natural tendencies, and 
unless he is constantly abiding @ 
Christ and walking in the Spirit, he 
also is tempted to reason from thé 
viewpoint of the natural man. J. G 
Bellett (in The Patriarchs, p. 188) 
has well said: . 


“Quickly indeed does the soul enter 
tain thoughts of God according to the 
suggestions of nature, instead of know 
ing Him according to faith. Natur 
holds Him before the soul as a judge, 
or as a lawgiver, or an exactor of right 
eousness, as one that carries balances 
in his hand to try every thought and 
work—one that is sensitive and resent 
ful of the slightest touch of evil. Bat 
faith holds Him before a gazing and 
worshipping eye and heart as the one 
who always loves us, do what he may, 
or speak as he will. For faith worketh 
by love (Gal. 5:6)—it worketh towards 
God as love, and therefore it is a spirit 
of confidence and liberty.” 


From our earthly level, natural rea 
sonings will many times appear mofé 
logical than the light of faith; we 
may fail to perceive “that which i 
highly esteemed among men is abont 
ination in the sight of God.” (L&. 16: 
15.) Thus religious systems that at 
vance the natural man are bound 
be popular in this present evil world, 
since they accommodate themselves to 
his sphere of things, appeal to his 
pride, promote his works, and 
hance his way of. life. And in the 
same proportion as the works of uit 
regenerate man are magnified, the 


work of Christ is minimized. 
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According to M. Olier, founder of 
the Roman Catholic Seminary of S. 


PSulpice: “We are very unworthy to 
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draw near unto Jesus, and He has a 
tight to repulse us because of His jus- 
tice, since having entered into all the 
feelings of His Father from the time 
of His blessed resurrection He finds 
Himself in the same disposition with 
the Father towards sinners, i.e., to re- 
ject them, so that the difficulty is to 
induce Him to exchange the office of 
judge for that of advocate, and of an 
advocate to make Him a suppliant. 
Now this is what the saints effect, and 
especially the most Blessed Virgin.” 


But faith is contrary to our old na- 
ture, and the spiritual man must not 
tolerate a mixture of the two, for the 
Christian is called to “worship God in 
the spirit, and rejoice in Christ Jesus, 
and have no confidence in the flesh.” 
(Phil. 3:3.) 


FAITH WORKETH BY LOVE 

Now faith comes by hearing a re- 
port, and that report is the Word of 
God (Rom. 10:17)—the good news, 
the glad tidings, the gospel, “to wit 
that God was in Christ reconciling the 
world unto himself, not imputing 
thei trespasses unto them.” Nothing 
is more chilling to faith than to sup- 
pose that man must continue paying 
for sin when Christ died to put sin 
away. For faith works by love, and 
God's love was made manifest in 
that Christ died for the ungodly: God 
cleared “the guilty” in the death of 
His Son, “in whom we have redemp- 
tion through his blood.” And as deep 
calls unto deep, this supreme mani- 
festation of the love of God finds re- 
sponse in the souls of those who are

His, and this love is the motivating 
force of faith. 

It is impossible to insist on further 
payment by man for sin, since the 
price therefor is the blood of Christ 
which cannot be offered again (Heb. 
9:25-28). To do so is not only to re- 
ject the all-sufficient and finished work 
of Christ in redeeming sinners, but 
to ultimately deny that God is good. 
This is the eventual conclusion of the 
natural man, the temptation of Satan 
in the garden when he subtly inferred 
that he was more gracious than God; 
that God was hard on His creatures; 
thus casting doubt on His love for 
them. And, as in Eden, the natural 
heart of man is ever prone to agree 
with the accuser and put God afar. 
off (love always draws nigh), and, 
instead of the Lord of love, to substi- 
tute an adamant judge, yea, “an aus- 
tere man” reaping where he had not 
sown. 

But the love of God our Saviour 
toward man has appeared. What 
wondrous grace and joy to sinners, 
that in the very place where divine 
justice demands the “uttermost farth- 
ing,” liberty is proclaimed to the cap- 
tives! But the natural man cannot un- 
derstand this grace, for he receives 
not the things of the Spirit of God, 
neither can he know them because 
they are spiritually discerned. But by 
faith, which worketh by love, we 
know that God is just and is the Jus- 
tifier of those believing in Jesus, and 
that He is “able also to save them to 
the uttermost.” 

We can therefore draw nigh to 
Him in full confidence, for where the 
Spirit of the Lord is there is liberty, 
for there is love.

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pe PIUS XII revealed his pre- 
dilection for Fascism and Nazism 
more clearly than ever before in his 
radio speech to the Germans on the 
occasion of a Catholic celebration at 
Mainz last September 5. It was his first 
speech to the Germans since the end 
of the war. 

He plainly told the Germans that 
the two World Wars were waged 
against them by the enemies of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. “Twice in the 
last century,” he declared, according to 
the N. Y. Times’ report, “a ruthless 
war by an overwhelming state power 
and enemy of the {Catholic} Church 
was directed against you.”

It can easily be proved how untrue, 
scripturally and historically, this dog- 
matic assertion is, as will be shown 
later. Yet, the Roman Catholic: 
Churcki, in order to insist dogmatical- 
ly and irrevocably that there are seven 
sacraments, goes so far as to condemn 
to everlasting punishment in hell all 
those who deny it. There must there- 
fore be a very potent ‘why’ behind it 
all—why the Church of Rome insists 
on seven and why the Evangelical 
Protestant churches insist on only two. 

In the first place, it will be noticed 
that the two sacraments to which Prot- 
estants adhere—Baptism and Euchar- 
ist—have Greek names, and that the 
other five have Latin names. This in 
itself is proof that these latter had no 
part in the structure of the early 
Christian Church, the language of 
which was not Latin, but Greek. The 
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word ‘sacrament’ itself is not a Bibli- 
cal word, nor does it appear in the 
New Testament at all except-for an 
admittedly false translation in the Ro- 
man Catholic version of the Greek 
word ‘Musterion’ (Mystery) in Eph. 
5:32. If the Roman pagan word ‘sac- 
rament’ were synonymous with the 
New Testament word ‘mystery,’ then 
the number of sacraments would far 
exceed that of seven. Paul speaks of 
the mystery of the Gospel (Eph. 6: 
19) and of the mystery of Faith (I 
Tim. 3:9). 
LUTHER’S ONE SACRAMENT 
Luther held that there was really 
only one sacrament in the true mean- 
ing of the word ‘mystery,’ and that is 
the “Sacrament of the Word.” Boeh- 
mer, in his interesting and scholarly 
work on Luther, Road to Reforma- 
tion,’ paraphrases Luther on this as 
follows: 
“Properly speaking, Luther began, 
the Bible recognizes only one sacra- 
ment, the word of God, and ‘three 
sacramental signs, Baptism, pen- 
ance and the Lord’s Supper. ‘Con- 
sequently only these three can with 
right and authority be designated 
as sacraments. But they all have 
been twisted, corrupted and distort- 
ed. The Lord’s Supper has been dis- 
torted by the Antichrist, in the first 
place, by withholding the cup from 
the laity and, in the second place, 
by demanding that everyone, on 
pain of death by burning, must be- 
lieve the absurd doctrine of tran-

POWER FROM WEAKNESS 

All power enters at the door of 
weakness—and there is nothing weak- 
er and more helpless than the nature 
of man at certain periods of his life. 
These chiefly are: at birth, at puberty, 
when he falls in love and must get 
married, when he yields to sins of the 
flesh, when he seeks to rule others, 
and when he comes to die. 

The Roman Catholic Church has a 
sacrament for each of these periods of 
man’s weakness and helplessness. And 
it is at those times that a priest must 
be summoned, who alone can supply 
what is believed to make up for the 
poor victim’s helpless condition. From 
the cradle to the grave—from womb 
to tomb and even beyond the grave— 
the life of man is placed in the hands 
of the priest. What is more powerless 
and helpless than a new-born babe? 
But in every Catholic family, as soon 
as a baby appears, the priest becomes 
an absolute necessity—for without 
Baptism the child will never enter 
heaven. Again, when that child grows

up and succumbs to the human weak- 
ness of love of the opposite sex, mar- 
riage becomes a necessity.

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In defense of the seven sacraments, 
father Conway makes the weak state- 
ment: “The New Testament mentions 
dl the Sacraments more or less expli- 
ily.” But why should he even try to 
wove from the New Testament there 
Bust be seven sacraments, since he has 
already laid it down as an axiom (p. 
16) that, “the Bible is not the only 
source Of faith” ? The Bible, New or 
Old Testament, does not even use his 

word ‘sacrament,’ although he 
places great emphasis on the name, 
which is mot important, anyway. 
Christ instituted Baptism and the 
lord's Supper without a label or clas- 
ification. But theologians love to in- 
dulge in classifications and definitions. 


Their ecclesiastical government then 
seizes upon these classifications and, 
employing its dictatorial power, de- 
nounces, curses, excommunicates and 
drags to the stake anyone who honest- 
ly believes otherwise. The numerator- 
ial decree of the Council of Trent is 
an example of this. If you don’t be- 
lieve in the number seven, no more, 
no less, you are cursed to hell for all 
eternity. 

The denominator sacrament is an 
ancient pagan word, older than Chris- 
tianity. In Roman pagan theology it 
denoted anything related to the pagan 
temples and their gods, and involved 
the taking of a secret oath. The dis- 
ciplinary rite of “Penance” was a Ro- 
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man pagan sacrament. Because it was 
‘secret,’ it was regarded as ‘sacred,’ 
but not necessarily ‘holy’ in our Chris- 
tian use of the word. The baptismal 
and matrimonial vows of the early 
Christians in Rome came to be called 
sacramenta (“secrets of the mind’), 
just as the Roman military oath was 
also called a sacramentum. St. Augus- 
tine (fifth century) calls the ‘Lord's 
Prayer’ a sacrament (Serm. 228:3). 

Such is the origin of a word which 
was later developed into a system to 
dominate the lives of all Christians, 
and which was forced upon them by 
murder, torture and deprivation, until 
Martin Luther and the other priest- 
reformers rebelled and abolished it. 
With such a system true liberty can 
never survive. “History, I believe,” 
Thomas Jefferson declared, “furnishes 
no example of a priest-ridden people 
maintaining a free civil government.” 
And as long as the curses of the Coun- 
cil of Trent, heaped upon Protestants, 
are not retracted, a country ruled by 
Roman Catholic Church power cannot 
ever be free.

SACRAMENTAL CONTROL IN POLITICS 


The far-reaching effects of the re- 
storation of the proper use of sacra- 
mental rites by the Protestant Refor- 
mation became evident in the demo- 
Ctatic constitution of modern states.

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American countries, as long as the 
dominant Church power holds con- 
trol by fear over the souls of a major- 
ity of the people from the cradle to 
the grave. If men and women, from 
the womb to the tomb and beyond, de- 
pend for what they believe most es- 
sential to their existence on the power 
of a priest, then the authority of the 
Church can at any time nullify in a 
constitution whatever does not suit 
its ends. 


It has taken us a long time to real- 
ize that freedom and salvation are 
synonymous, and that, as Thomas Jef- 
ferson warned, no priest-ridden peo- 
ple can ever be really free. 
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AT DEATH

REAT INDIGNATION was 

aroused by the banning of the 
movie “Gentleman’s Agreement” last 
September 30 by Franco’s Film Cen- 
sorship Board in Madrid, which is 
headed by a Roman Catholic priest. A 
dispatch in the N. Y. Times of that 
date declared that the film had been 
banned on “moral grounds.” The 
order banning the film stipulated that 
“while it was a Christian duty to 
stimulate love among individuals, so- 
cieties, nations and peoples, this duty 
should not extend to the Jews.” 


Although this is in keeping with the 
Catholic Church’s traditional attitude 
toward the Jews in Europe, the state- 
ment was so crudely anti-Semitic that, 
to save themselves embarrassment, 
Cardinal Spellman and other Catholic 
spokesmen in America considered it 
expedient to denounce the statement. 
“I do not know what was actually 
said in Spain,” Cardinal Spellman de- 
clared, ‘“‘but I do know that it is untrue 
to say that the ‘Christian attitude’ to 
‘stimulate love among individuals, so- 
cieties, nations and peoples’ does not 
extend to the people of the Jewish 
race and faith.” Jesuit Father La 
Farge, editor of America magazine, 
also declared that it was his duty as a 
Catholic “vigorously to repudiate sev- 
eral of the ideas” expressed in the 
Censorship Board’s order. 
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Cardinal Spellman, however, weg 
too far in implying that the Catholi 
Church “for two thousand years” tia 
loved and treated the Jews well, 
cording to the commandment “The 
shalt love the Lord thy God with, 
whole heart, and with thy whole soi 

. . and thy neighbor as thyself.” We 
forgets that Hitler’s Nuremberg’s de 
crees against the Jews were copied 
from the decrees of the popes againg 
the Jews in the Middle Ages. He for 
gets that it was Pope Innocent III who 
coined the name “wandering Jew” by 
his infamous decree making Jews out 
casts forever from Christian society.

Innocent III:

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The Work of Christ’s Mission 


HRIST’S MISSION was 

founded in New York City 
| in 1879 by Rev. James A. O’Con- 
' nor, a former Roman Catholic 
| priest. Having come to the know- 
S ledge of true Christian teaching, 
he determined to make it known 
S to his former Catholic brethren. 
A special feature of his Mission 
| has been to help other priests to 
follow his example and to enable 
‘them to find positions in life 
after resigning from the Roman 
priesthood. In the more than 
sixty years of its existence, 
Christ’s Mission has aided more 
than 300 former Catholic priests 
in this way. 

Its articles of incorporation 
state that Christ’s Mission was 
founded for the purpose of mu- 
tual improvement of religious 
knowledge and for the further- 
ance of religious opinion. It 
| therefore maintains its headquar- 


ters in the heart of New York 
City with a staff of converted 
priests specially trained for the 
discussion of the vital differences 
between the religious and cul- 
tural values of Reformation 
teaching and those of Roman 
Catholicism. 

It also seeks to enlighten non- 
Catholics as to Vatican-inspired 
activities against civil and relig- 
ious liberty. In treating of this 
subject, however, it carefully dis- 
tinguishes between (1) the 
Roman Curia, (2) the hierarchy, 
and (3) the Catholic laity. It 
does not assail individuals, but 
speaks plainly about the aims 
and workings of Roman Ecclesi- 
asticism, of which they all form 
a part. Nor does it connect any 
considerable percentages of the 
laity with the political schemes 
of either the Vatican or the hier- 
archy.
